SI denomination needed. I do have a picture of 
this note, but maybe we could come up with a 
better photo. 

With the above photos I would have complete 
photo coverage of the Nebraska obsolete, and Part 1 
would therefore be complete.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

I hope that you have received your four notes that I returned to you by 
registered mail on Monday the 24th. I realize that you specified certified 
mail, but I just feel uneasy about mailing rare notes this way. I work for 
Philco-Ford Corp., and was involved with a Postal Service contract for six 
years, where we installed and serviced OCR (Optical Character Reader) computer 
equipment in postoffices throughout the U.S. I know from having worked 
around postoffices that certified mail receives no special handling. In 
other words, certified mail is processed through the automated mechanical 
equipment. I have seen mail get sever ly mangled in this equipment and even 
though the chances are slight, I just don't think it is worth the risk to 
send valuable items via certified mail. Registered mail is hand sorted, 
inserted in pouches and is signed for by each postal employee handling the 
pouch. 

The reason for the hurriedly written letter with the notes was that I 
had to make a quick trip to Denver on Monday (between snow storms) . 

The pictures of the notes came out very well considering the condition 
of the Platte Valley $2 and the Western Exchange & Land Co., notes. 

I can see now why good photo's of the Western Exchange & Land Co., are hard 
to get. I also tried to determine, with close scrutiny, what the stamp on 
the Platte Valley $2 note said, but could not dechiper all of it. My 
translation is "NUCKOLLS & LAND AGENTS NEBRASKA CITY, N.T . 

The pictures were taken directly on half tone film so maybe the quality 
is a little better than normal. 

Thank you again for all the courtesies extended me. 

I will be in touch with you later concerning any Nebraska NATIONAL BANK 
NOTES you may have in your collection.

3. #75 is a Platte Valley Bank of Nebraska City $1.00 note with 
C^ plate position. Do you have or have you seen this note? 

4. #126 is a Omaha and Chicago Bank of Omaha $5.00 note. Do you 
have this note or know who has it? (Upper L) Miners at work deep in mine 
(C) White figure 5 on red die counter (R) Large 5. 

5. #127 is a Omaha and Chicago Bank of Omaha $10.00 note. Do 
you have this note or know who has it? 

6. Have you ever seen a $1.00 plate position A note on the Western 
Exchange & Land Co. of Omaha?, or could Marckhoff have assumed an A existed 
because the note in his collection was a B^ note? This is a logical assumption 
based on sheet format. 

On 1,3,6 only xerox copies or your verification that they exist is 

needed. 

On 2,4,5, these notes need to be photographed for inclusion in my 
book. No one that I have talked to has ever seen these notes, and Marckhoff 
did not disclose, in his notes, as to where he got his vignette discription 
information.
